Why then the delay for Prince 
Charles? There are two reasons, 
There js no doubt that Wales 
eagerly looks forward to 4 
similar ceremony . to that = at 
Csernarvon, and although there 
vis no reason why Prince Charles 
cannot be erented Prince of 
Wales now by Letters Patent 
and the investiture delayed until 
he Is about sixteen (or when he 
{s considered to be old enough 
1o go through the, elaborate 
ceremonial), the consequent long 
delay would inevitably detract 
from the importance of the 
occasion,

realised that on creation, Prince 
Charles would automatically 
become a Knight of the Garter, 
for Edward ILI in his Statutes 
ordained that Princes of Wales 
should be “a constituent part’ 
of the Most Noble Order, The 
Queen may prefer to wait antl! 
her son is old ¢nough to under- 
stand the meaning of this great 
Order of Chivalry, Of course, 
this Investiture and Installation 
in St George's Chapel, Windsor, 
could also be delayed, but in the 
meantime the honour would 
merely be an empty title. 

Although heralds, druids, 
‘Welsh MPs, mayors ond many 
others will take part in the in- 
vestiture of Prince Charles as 
Prince of Wales if the Caernar- 
von precedent of 1911 Js follow- 
ed, the essential ceremony has 
remained unchanged since the 
reign of Edward 1 nearly 700

First occasion 


The ceremony in 1911 was 
the first undoubted occasion 
when a Prince of Wales. was 
dnvested: on Welsh soll and who 
addressed his people in thelr 
own language, The legend that 
Edward I presented his aby 
son to the ptaple of Wales as 
their Prince, being one who was 
born a Welshman, could not 
speak one word of English or 
French 
age), and was without blemish 
on his honour, unfortunately 
cannot be proved. Edward II 
was certainly born at Cacrnar 
von, but was aged sixteen when 
he was created the first Prince 
of Wales by charter. 


All heirs apparent haye not 
become Princes of Walcs, and 
some creations were long  de- 
layed. It is surprising 10 find 
that the first Prince did not 
confer this honour on his son, 
the future Edward Ill who did, 
however, receive the Earldom 
of Chester which has since dn- 
varinbly dco created with the 
Princely Utle. 


Henry VIII, for all his joy at 
the birth of his only legitimate 


son Edward was in no hurry to: 


create him Prince of | Wales, 
Preparations for Letters Patent 
had just begun when the King 
died, and the nine-year-old doy 
consequently suc him 
without ever having been 
officially Prince of Wales, 


Despite the magnificent. set- 
ting of Caernarvon. Castle, 
Prince Charles. will probably be 
invested in Cardiff, now official- 
ly the capital city of Wales, In 
addition to her clalm on that 
score, South Wales has already 
petitioned to be so honoured,

Fire Tragedy 
Recalled 
At Inquest

on inquest held at Kowloon 
Court thig morning.

on February /13, and general 
contusion reigned os the flames 
spread. 

Police Sgt. Lee Hip, who was 
the first police officer on the 
ecene, sald that he was in chargé 
of a mobile patrol when o4 5.30 
am, that day he recelved a call, 
On arrival in Canton Road, he 
found the fire hrd reached the 
ground and first floors of Noa, 
996 and 988, On the side of tha 
road, there were hawker pitches 
and baskets scattered about. 
These were on fire. 
\Set, Lee then gave instruce 
tions to his colleagues to xalse 
an alarm to wake up tho sleep- 
erg in: the adjoining building, 
He himself ascended tho floors 
of No, 1000, which was not on 
fire then, and woke up the oc 
cupants, — 

FLAMES SPREAD 

Two minutes later, the Fire 
Brigade arvived and by that 
time, the second floors’ of Nos; 
9096 and 998 wete on fre, ond 
flames were spreading rapidly.
